3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach a flash analog to digital converter in which thermometer code 
bubbles are corrected by detecting two AID converter comparators having bubbles and 
increasing a threshold voltage of the comparator that has the lowest threshold by a first 
predetermined voltage and decreasing a threshold voltage of the comparator that has 
the highest threshold to a second predetermined voltage.
